More than $55 million 
for Morgan road projects 
included in state budget 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Rep. John Will 
Stacy, (D-West Liberty) announced 
Tuesday that he was able to get more 
than $55 million in Morgan County state 
road projects approved in the budget 
passed by the House and Senate on April 
1 1 . The budget now goes to the gover- 
nor for his signature. 

“I am very pleased to keep these 
projects on track at a time when compe- 
tition for road fund dollars is severe,” 
said Rep. Stacy. 

Morgan County road projects an- 
nounced by Rep. Stacy include more 
than $34 million to completely rebuild 
Ky. 172 between West Liberty and the 
Johnson County line, which will replace 
the old Ky. 172. 

“This new modern highway will help 



FRANKFORT — Rep. John Will 
Stacy, (D-West Liberty), today an- 
nounced numerous state projects he 
helped secure for Morgan County, part 
of Kentucky’s 71st House District.

“I am pleased to see these items make 
it into the budget produced by the House 
and Senate conference,” Rep. Stacy said. 
“These projects will help make our 
Morgan County a better place to live, 
work and raise our families.” 

Among the projects Rep. Stacy high- 
lighted was $2.5 million for a joint eco- 
nomic development project with 
Morehead State University and North- 
ern Kentucky University that allows 
businesses and industry to save their 
electronic data. 

“Eastern Kentucky, Northern Ken- 
tucky, and Cincinnati businesses, work- 
ing with MSU and NKU, will use this 
center to save their electronic data so 
vital to modern business and industry,” 
said Rep. Stacy. “This center will back 
up essential electronic data in case of a 



parents get their children more safely to 
and from school and provide a better 
roadway for them to get to work each 
day,” said Rep.

Another mile was added to the cur- 
rent project on U.S. 460 east of Ezel to 
bring that project all the way to the 
bridge at the intersection of KY 772. 

Rep. Stacy said that the Morgan 
County portion of the road budget will 
fund additional projects, including con- 
structing a new route from U.S. 460 at 
KY 2498 to U.S. 5460 at Ky. 172 (U.S. 
460 bypass); improved alignment of y. 
172; and replacement of the bridge over 
Devils Fork northwest of the Ky.-7 Junc- 
tion. 

“Good roads are essential not only to 
the safety of the public but to our eco- 
nomic prosperity,” said Rep. Stacy.

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation will receive approximately 
$125,000 improvements, renovations 
and upgrades for area schools including 
Morgan County High School, Morgan 
County Middle School, East Valley El- 
ementary, Ezel Elementary, Wrigley El-

Casino Gambling

FRANKFORT - It’s a shame 
one of the many Indian tribes that 
made Kentucky their hunting 
grounds before Daniel Boone 
crossed the Cumberland Gap 
didn’t stake a claim to some tribal 
territory on what is now the south 
end of Louisville. 

That way Churchill Downs 
CEO Tom Meeker could lease the 
ground under the famous race- 
track to the tribe to operate a gam- 
bling casino as Indian tribes have 
done in other states where casi- 
nos are not allowed. 

Otherwise, Meeker and other 
thoroughbred breeding and racing 
interests must continue plugging 
away at the General Assembly to 
legalize casino-style gambling at 
Kentucky tracks and perhaps 
elsewhere as well. 

Last week, in an interview 
with The (Louisville) Courier- 
Journal , Meeker ratcheted up the 
debate a notch by suggesting the 
legislature’s failure to approve 
casino gambling at racetracks 
could lead eventually to the head- 
quarters of Churchill Downs Inc. 
relocating to another city. 

“Now, I’ve never let that out 
of the bag, but one of these days 
if these guys keep poking us in 
the eye, now, we can move 50 to 
100 employees someplace that’s 
more favorable,” Meeker said in 
the interview. 

The loss of 50-100 jobs in a 
city the size of Louisville is no 
big deal, but the prospect of the 
home office of the most famous 
racetrack in the country resettling 
to Chicago or Miami or New Or- 
leans is about as unthinkable as 
using plastic roses to adorn the 
back of the Derby winner. 

If Meeker had made his less- 
than- subtle threat back in Janu- 
ary when the General Assembly 
was just beginning its work, I 
would have said the pro-gambling 
crowd was ready to get down and 
dirty with legislators. 

But with only days remaining 
in the legislative session, it would 
require the suspension of a lot of 
House and Senate rules and the 
sudden gambling epiphany of a 
good many senators and represen- 
tatives to revive the casino con- 
stitutional amendment languish- 
ing in the House. 

That’s not going to happen, 
and Meeker knows it. 



Meeker has, however, put the 
idea of losing Churchill Downs’ 
corporate headquarters out in 
public for lawmakers to ponder 
over the interim while they are 
not in session. He has made the 
stakes even higher for those who 
see casino gambling at Kentucky 
tracks as the salvation of the thor- 
oughbred industry in Kentucky. 

“It just defies all sense of logic 
why the leadership in this state 
can’t recognize how important 
the horse industry is to our state, 
how it represents a primary sig- 
nature of our state,” Meeker said. 

He’s right, of course. Hun- 
dreds of millions of Kentucky 
gambling dollars every year flow 
across the Ohio River and into the 
Indiana casinos and from there 
into local and state government 
treasuries. And Indiana has never 
been branded the Nevada of the 
Midwest. 

Kentucky tracks want to ear- 
mark money earned from casino 
gambling - slot machines espe- 
cially - to increase purses that 
will keep top-notch horses racing 
here instead of at tracks where 
gambling revenues supplement 
purses. 

The one key point that Meeker 
and the pro-gambling group Ken- 
tucky Equine Education Project 
must concede, however, is that 
legislators are unlikely to approve 
limiting casino-style games 
solely to racetracks. There are too 
many Kentucky cities that want 
to benefit from casinos that don’t 
have tracks, and those cities have 
senators and representatives in 
the General Assembly. 

As for Meeker himself, he 
boasted in the interview that he 
hasn’t “been to Frankfort in nine 
years” even though he has been 
the chief executive officer of 
Churchill Downs since 1984. It is, 
of course, people like Meeker 
who legislators need to hear from 
and in person. If the top man at 
the state’s top track can’t make a 
successful case for casino gam- 
bling directly with the General 
Assembly, the effort might as well 
give up. 

Since Meeker is retiring next 
March, he might consider devot- 
ing some of his free time to the 
hour drive between Louisville 
and the capital city the next time 
casino gambling legislation is 
being considered.

HELP FOR PARKINSON’S 
PATIENTS 

Three years ago, I reported the 
new and exciting progress being 
made at the University of Ken- 
tucky Medical Center for 
Parkinson’s and Essential Tremor 
patients. Much has been learned 
since and today I am bringing you 
up to date on some new tech- 
niques being used. 

My husband, Lyman Jenkins, 
was one of the first patients to 
undergo these treatments eight 
years ago. On March 30, 2006, it 
became necessary to replace one 
of the two controls that had been 
inserted into the upper right hand 
side of his chest at that time. This 
was considered a very simple pro- 
cedure, but needed to be treated 
as any kind of general surgery. 
However, it requires a specialized 
team of medical technicians. All 
went well. The surgery was 
started at 7:30 a.m. and we were 
back in our home at 11:00 a.m. 

It has only slowed him down 
a few days, and he has very little 
discomfort. The results of this 
slight inconvenience will be that 
he will have a steady hand once 
again, so that he can do the simple 
things, such as drinking a cup of 
coffee or signing his name. 

These debilitating diseases are 
considered to be familial and ap- 
pearing in individuals by hered- 
ity. They seem to be more com- 
mon in older men, but an strike 
any sex at any age. Not all is 
known yet about the cause or pre- 
vention, but we do know how to 
control the devastating effects it 
causes in a person’s life.

tary and Cannel City Elementary. 
The Board will also receive 
$50,000 for the alternative school 
program, $35,000 for the Morgan 
County High School’s Day Treat- 
ment Drug Program. 

“I also secured $60,000 for the 
Morgan County Tuition Grant 
program that will guarantee 
$1,000 each semester for every 
student enrolling in the MSU 
Center in West Liberty,” said 
Rep. Stacy. “This funding will 
continue our goal of lowering tu- 
ition costs helping to realize the 
dream every Morgan County par- 
ent has for their children to go to 
college.” 

More than $55,000 will go for 
public safety projects and equip- 
ment, operating costs and im- 
provements in Morgan County’s 
fire departments which include 
Crockett, Peddler Gap, White 
Oak, Blackwater and Caney Val- 
ley. 

The Morgan Couty Water Dis- 
trict will receive $2 million for 
various water line and sewer ex- 
tension projects throughout Mor- 
gan County. 

Additional funding Rep. 
Stacy announced includes 
$50,000 for the Appalachian Re- 
gional Hospital for their diabe- 
tes program; $20,000 for main- 
tenance and equipment for the 
public library; and $25,000 for 
oral health screening for the eld- 
erly. 

“I truly believe that this bud- 
get is great news for education, 
healthcare, roads, clean drinking 
water and economic develop- 
ment throughout Morgan County 
and will continue to move our 
community forward,” said Rep. 
Stacy.

New Fishing Regs. 
OK’d for 2006 



Frankfort, KY - Before head- 
ing out for that first fishing trip 
of the year, anglers in Kentucky 
should familiarize themselves 
with new regulations that took 
effect March 1 . All new regula- 
tions are listed in the front sec- 
tion of the 2006 Kentucky Sport 
Fishing and Boating Guide, 
available at most places where 
fishing licenses are sold. 

The new regulations include 
a 20-fish daily creel limit and a 
40-fish possession limit state- 
wide on redear sunfish. The de- 
partment established the limit on 
redear sunfish in response to re- 
quests by anglers to impose har- 
vest restrictions. The redear sun- 
fish, commonly referred to as a 
shellcracker, became a sport fish 
in Kentucky last year. This pre- 
vented its harvest by gigging, 
bow fishing, spear fishing, or 
commercial fishing. 

New regulations concerning 
white bass, yellow bass and hy- 
brid striped bass are now in ef- 
fect. White bass and hybrid 
striped bass are now in effect. 
White bass and hybrid striped 
bass - a cross between a white 
bass and a striped bass - possess 
similar coloration, markings and 
body shape. To help eliminate 
confusion over identification of 
these fish, the department has set 
an aggregate statewide limit of 
15 on each species or any com- 
bination of white bass, yellow 
bass and hybrid striped bass. No 
more than five fish of the com- 
bined 15-fish daily limit may be 
longer than 15 inches. 

The exception is on the Ohio 
River, where the 30-fish aggre- 
gate daily creel limit remains on 
white bass, yellow bass, striped 
bass and their hybrids. No more 
than four fish in the daily creel 
limit may be longer than 15 
inches. The statewide 15” mini- 
mum, five-fish creel and posses- 
sion limit on striped bass remains 
the same. 

Anglers may now keep only 
one muskellunge a day statewide. 
Gigging and snagging are now 
banned on Cave Run Lake and 
its tributaries, from the main lake 
upstream to the first riffle. 

A statewide, six-fish aggre- 
gate daily creel limit for walleye 
and sauger is now in place. An- 
glers may keep six walleye, six 



sauger or a combination of six 
fish of both species. This new 
regulation does not apply to the 
Ohio River. 

There are new regulations 
concerning paddlefish, some- 
times called spoonbills. A state- 
wide daily creel limit of two 
paddlefish for either bow fishing 
or snagging is now in effect, ex- 
cept in the Tennessee River be- 
low Kentucky Dam and in the 
Cumberland River below 
Barkley Dam, where snagging 
rules changed significantly this 
year. 

The area from Kentucky Dam 
downstream to the new U.S. 62 
bridge will be open to snagging 
24 hours per day from January 1 
through May 31. From June 1 
through December 31, this area 
is only open to snagging from 
sunset to sunrise (closed during 
daylight hours). The Tennessee 
River from the new U.S. 62 
bridge to the 1-24 bridge is closed 
to snagging year round, but the 
river from the 1-24 bridge down- 
stream to the Ohio River is open 
to snagging year round. 

There is now a daily creel 
limit of eight fish in aggregate for 
snagging on the Tennessee River, 
and this limit shall not exceed the 
daily creel limit for any sport fish 
in which the daily creel limit is 
under eight fish a day. All fish 
snagged, except shad or herring, 
must be kept and counted toward 
the daily creel limit for any sport 
fish species. On the Cumberland 
River below Lake Barkley, snag- 
ging is only permitted down- 
stream of the U.S. 62 bridge, with 
an eight fish daily creel limit on 
paddlefish. 

Bow anglers may now fish up 
to 200 yards below Kentucky 
Dam and Barkley Dam. 

New regulations concerning 
jug lines, limb lines and set lines 
also took effect March 1. Jug 
lines are now limited to 50 per 
boat along with a limit of 25 limb 
or set lines per angler. Limb lines, 
set lines and jug lines are prohib- 
ited on any state-owned or man- 
aged lake less than 500 acres in 
size and on Bullock Pen, Elmer 
Davis, Kincaid, Greenbo and 
Carter Caves lakes. The only ex- 
ceptions are the water bodies on 
Ballard, Swan and Peal Wildlife 
Management Areas. 



Your Social 
Security 

Farmers, Growers Need 
To Remember Social 
Security Obligations 
To Farm Workers 

As American farmers and 
growers prepare for spring plant- 
ing season, they should also 
make sure they know the rules 
that affect Social Security protec- 
tion for their workers. 

If you are a farmer or grower, 
when you hire workers you be- 
come part of a system of income 
protection that pays monthly So- 
cial Security benefits to a worker 
and his or her family when the 
worker retires, becomes disabled, 
or dies. 

Who is covered? 

Nationwide, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, there 
are about 840,000 agricultural 
workers in the country. Most of 
these farm workers are “covered” 
by Social Security, and farm 
owners need to be aware that if 
they don’t report wages and pay 
the taxes due, they could be sub- 
ject to an IRS penalty. 

I am often asked if farm work- 
ers can be considered as indepen- 
dent contractors. The answer is 
that if they are working under a 
farm owner’s direction and con- 
trol, they cannot be considered 
independent contractors. They 
are employees and their wages 
must be reported to Social Secu- 
rity. Some farmers hire “crew 
leaders” to manage their farm 
workers and to handle their en- 
tire wage-reporting responsibili- 
ties. In these cases, the crew 
leader is often considered the 
“employer” of the farm worker 
and has the responsibility for sub- 
mitting wage reports. 

Whether a farmer or crew 
leader submits wage reports, we 
always stress the importance of 
recording the right name, Social 
Security number and earnings for 
each employee. We tell all em- 
ployers to make sure that they use 
the name and number exactly as 
it is shown on the worker’s So- 
cial Security card. 

If you employ farm workers 
you must keep a record for each 



worker, collect and pay Social 
Security taxes, prepare Form 943 
(Employer’s Annual Federal Tax 
Return for Agricultural Employ- 
ees) and provide a pay statement 
and prepare a W-2 form. 

For more information about 
tax responsibilities, you should 
read IRS Publication 51, Circu- 
lar A (Agricultural Employer ’s 
Tax Guide). You can order IRS 
forms and publications by call- 
ing 1 -800-Tax-Form (1-800-829- 
3676). 

If you need more information 
about agricultural work and So- 
cial Security, you can visit Social 
Security online at 
www.socialsecurity.gov and read 
the electronic pamphlet, A Guide 
for Farmers, Growers, and Crew 
Leaders. Or you can call Social 
Security’s toll-free number at 1- 
800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325- 
0778) and ask for a copy or cop- 
ies of the pamphlet. This is a bi- 
lingual pamphlet that includes 
both English and Spanish. 

The pamphlet also tells you 
how to report your own income 
to Social Security, whether you 
are an owner/operator, partner, 
renter, share farmer, or crew 
leader.

With the signing of a bill that 
allows historical documents to be 
displayed on public grounds, the 
Ten Commandments could soon 
return to the Kentucky State 
Capitol. 

Surrounded by a score of 
Democrats and Republican law- 
makers in the Capitol Rotunda 
Monday, Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
signed a bill that paves the way 
for a six-foot tall monument to 
return. 

At Monday’s ceremony, sev- 
eral county officials who have 
recently been embroiled in Ten 
Commandment litigation accom- 
panied Fletcher. 

Pulaski County Judge-Execu- 
tive Darrell BeShears said, 
whose county has been em- 
broiled in Ten Commandments 
lawsuit for over two years, said 
the General Assembly and 
Fletcher acted in the best inter- 
est of the commonwealth with 
their support of the monument. 

“There is no law that says you 
have to look at the Ten Com- 
mandments,” BeShears said. 
“You don’t have to be religious 
to appreciate what they say.” 

Fletcher said although the re- 
ligious significance of the Ten 



Commandments couldn’t be de- 
nied, the document also repre- 
sents an important part of Ameri- 
can history. 

“The Ten Commandments do 
represent a sacred religious 
text.We all acknowledge that,” 
Fletcher said. “But we cannot 
deny the Commandments’ sig- 
nificant impact on culture, his- 
tory, and the laws of Kentucky, 
as well as the laws of the United 
States.” 



Although there is no timetable 
for the monument to be returned, 
Fletcher said it would be accom- 
panied by separate display out- 
lining the history of the marker 
itself. 

In 1971, The Fraternal Order 
of Eagles gave the monument to 
the state but it was removed in 
1984 for construction. 

When plans were announced 
to put the Ten Commandments 
monument back up in 2000, the 



American Civil Liberties Union 
opposed the move and filed a 
lawsuit to block the move, say- 
ing the display promoted reli- 
gion. The ACLU won the suit and 
the monument was given back 
the Eagles. The granite monu- 
ment has been on display at the 
group’s headquarters in 
Hopkinsville since the ruling. 

Earlier in this year’s session, 
the General Assembly passed a 
bill, sponsored by Rick Nelson, 
D-Middlesboro, with 50 co- 
sponsors which gave local gov- 
ernments permission to post dis- 
plays of the commandments in 
county courthouses and other 
public buildings. 

Fletcher said the monument 
could be erected near the 
Capitol’s flora clock display.

Child Abuse Awareness 

The Blue Ribbon Story 



The Blue Ribbon Campaign 
began in Virginia in 1989 when 
a grandmother, Bonnie W. 
Finney, tied a blue ribbon to the 
antenna of her van “to make 
people wonder.” The story she 
told to inquisitive community 
members was a tragic story about 
the abuse of her grandchildren, 
which ultimately led to the bru- 
tal death of her grandson. 

NO! It isn’t true! It simply 
cannot be true! They are telling 
me that my grandson is 
dead... they are wrong! There has 
been some mistake... Bubba is 
fine... but deep in my heart, I 
knew it was true for I have not 
seen him in... weeks. It’s been so 
long since I sat by his side in the 
hospital. Of course I knew some- 
thing was wrong as I sat there. I 
saw the fear on his face, the 
bruises on his body, and the heal- 
ing cigarette burns on his hands. 
His doctor did not believe my 
daughter’s story... “he fell in slip- 
pery water in the bathtub”... I felt 
sick... I didn’t understand... Are 
my granddaughters all right? 
Where are they? 

I only had one child. She was 
a beautiful little girl. She was the 
light of our eyes. WE knew she 
had entered into a stormy mar- 
riage, for we brought her home 
several times in the five years the 
marriage lasted. We suspected 



heavy use of drugs. ..But. ..in 
those five years three beautiful, 
healthy children had been born. 
I loved them dearly, and they 
loved me. The children were 16 
months, 3 years, and 4 years old. 

After the ordeal at the hospi- 
tal my grandson was placed into 
foster care for three weeks. He 
cried when they came to take him 
back to his mother. He told his 
foster Mother, “My mama don’t 
love me” and he begged to stay. 
I ached for his dilemma. I was 
not physically able to care for 
him. The courts seemed to be- 
lieve that home was the best 
place for him... but I knew better 
and I told them. I begged them 
not to return him to his mother. 
But I was overruled. My instinct 
as a grandmother did not count. 

I never saw Bubba again. My 
16-month-old granddaughter was 
hospitalized after being beaten 
severely... her leg broken in four 
places, and her hand burned from 
the tip of her little fingers to her 
wrist. It was only then that the 
“search was on” for Bubba. We 
learned that he had been killed, 
wrapped in a sheet, stuffed in a 
toolbox, and dumped into the 
Dismal Swamp three months ear- 
lier. 

My grandchildren had suf- 
fered and battled so much 
throughout their young lives that 



it sickened me. My life was 
turned into physical and mental 
chaos. My efforts to understand 
became a plea to stop abusing 
children. I tied a blue ribbon on 
my van antenna to make people 
wonder. It caught on locally with 
restaurants, businesses, police, 
and TV and radio stations sup- 
porting me in my efforts to make 
it a real awareness campaign. 

Why blue? I intend never to 
forget the battered, bruised bod- 
ies of my grandchildren. Blue 
serves as a constant reminder to 
me to fight for protection for our 
children. Every day I pray that 
our children will be allowed to 
hear the sounds of a different 
drummer. 

Join me... we must protect our 
most precious gift of all... our 
children. Please, wear a blue 
ribbon. ..put one on your 
car... give one to your friends... tell 
them what it means... you may 
save a child’s life! 

If you suspect ANYTHING is 
happening to your children... your 
grandchildren... the child next 
door... PLEASE ACT! If you get 
no response, try again! You may 
not hear their screams... you may 
not see their bruises... so check 
for the pain and the screams in 
their eyes. ..Watch. ..for the 
screams in their eyes !

Elders prey to financial 
material exploitation 



Financial or material exploi- 
tation is defined as the illegal or 
improper use of an elder’s funds, 
property, or assets. Examples in- 
clude, but are not limited to, 
cashing an elderly person’s 
checks without authorization or 
permission; forging an older 
person’s signature; misusing or 
stealing an older person’s money 
or possessions; coercing or de- 
ceiving an older person into sign- 
ing any document (e.g., contracts 
or will); and the improper use of 
conservatorship, guardianship, or 
power of attorney. 

Signs and symptoms of finan- 
cial or material exploitation in- 
clude but are not limited to: 

* Sudden changes in bank ac- 
count or banking practice, in- 



cluding an unexplained with- 
drawal of large sums of money 
by a person accompanying the 
elder. 

*The inclusion of additional 
names on an elder’s bank signa- 
ture card. 

^Unauthorized withdrawal of 
the elder’s funds using the elder’s 
ATM card. 

* Abrupt changes in a will or 
other financial documents. 

^Unexplained disappearance 
of funds or valuable possessions. 

* Substandard care being pro- 
vided or bills unpaid despite the 
availability of adequate financial 
resources. 

^Discovery of and elder’s sig- 
nature being forged for financial 
transactions or for the titles of 



his/her possessions. 

* Sudden appearance of previ- 
ously uninvolved relatives claim- 
ing their rights to an elder’s af- 
fairs and possessions. 

^Unexplained sudden transfer 
of assets to a family member or 
someone outside the family. 

*The provision of services 
that are not necessary. 

*An elder’s report of financial 
exploitation.
